ily learn ed by tho se who are n o t o p ­ 
erativ es.

A book typewriter has been intro­ 
duced at the postoffice and bas proved 
one of the 
most satisfactory inno­ 
vations of that up-to-date branch 
of 
the government service in this city. 
The machine is manufactured by a 
New York firm and is a remarkable 
piece of mechanical ingenuity. It oc­ 
cupies a space about 30 inches square 
and is so arranged that writing can 
be done in the largest book 
made. 
The typewriter is so simple that any 
one can learn to operate it in a very 
short time. 
The machine has what is 
known as the universal key 
board, 
with which tHfe majority of operatives 
are 
familiar, and which is very eas­ 
ily learned by those who are not op­ 
eratives. 
The 
machine is filled 
with 
two 
scales or gauges, one of which 
is 
known as a tabular and is found at 
the top of the machine. With this a 
column of figures can be printed with 
perfect registration upon the surface 
of a page in a hook or a sheet any 
size desired.

Three Ways to Control Combinations. 
By Edw ard Atkinson. 


"What reform s should the new cen­ 
tury bring in the way of Controlling 
great com binations of Capital known 
as trusts ?* 
1st. T hat in my judgm ent the only 
method of dealing with the so-called 
trusts is to require publicity of 
ac­ 
counts, then trusting to the survival of 
the fittest. 
The com binations 
which 
survive will be 
those which do the 
greatest and m ost useful work a t the 
very least cost to the comm unity, pay­ 
ing of necessity the very highest rates 
of wages th a t the price of the product 
will permit to the workmen whom they 
employ. 
2d. To rem ove all duties and taxes 
upon foreign products of like kind to 
those m ade by so-called trusts. 
3d. 
To leave the tru sts which are 
organized w ithout the protection of 
letters patent, for the purpose of cre­ 
ating a monopoly of any product of im­ 
portance, to the 
natural law of com­ 
petition, under which they will inevi­ 
tably become bankrupt in a short time. 
a fate 
which has already struck a 
very large 
proportion of those which 
have been organized during the 
last 
seven or eight years.

If the enterprise be one open to the 
law of com petition, th at law will be as 
effective in the coming century as in 
the one ju st ended. If the partnership, 
combination, joint stock company, or 
w hatever it may be called, abuses its 
powers and charges for its product 
m ore than th e ordinary average rate, 
of profits afforded by other industries, 
It will surely m eet com petitors who 
will compel a reduction of price. 
If 
any one thinks th at it would be too 
powerful to be successfully attacked 
because of its great com bination 
of 
capital, they m ust rem em ber th at the 
am ount of other capital in other hands 
is also enormously great, and 
that 
there is no reason to apprehend th at 
the proportion of capital or persons 
employed and occupied In any one en­ 
terprise to th at and those occupied 
in others differs in any great degree 
now and in the past, or will present 
any appreciably greater defense to any 
of the laws of competition. 
There is one class of industries 
in 
which tho law of competition is futile. 
It is the class of monopolies. An illus­ 
tration is a city railroad. 
There can be but one railroad in a 
street. The man or corporation w’ho 
gets the right to build th at railroad 
need not fear competition. 
In 
such 
classes of industry, where the right to 
carry it on is given by the public, the 
.remedy against imposition has always 
and will always consist in the right 
by the 
governm ent to fix fares, or, 
w hat is the sam e thing so far as the 
railroad company is concerned, to tax 
receipts. T hat rem edy is perfect, and 
applies in all cases. Given honest and 
fairly capable public officials and no 
monopoly enterprise, so far as some 
public g ran t is essential to its 
use, 
could ever charge m ore than the price 
which would give a profit equivalent 
to the average of profits in other en­ 
terprises. It Is a public scandal of the 
grossest character when the dividends

USE OF GASOLINE 


FOR ILLU M IN A TIN G PURPOSES IS 
PRO HIBITED BY STATE LAW. 


Inspectors Baird and Malloy Have Is­ 
sued a Warning to the 
Public. 


P. L. Baird and John R. 
Malloy, 
state inspectors of oils, have issued to 
the public a w arning against the use 
of gasoline or certain other products 
of petroleum for illum inating purposes 
contrary to the law s of Ohio. 
Sections 398, 400 and 402, providing 
for th e punishm ent of any 
person 
using grades of oil not authorized 
therein are quoted, and the inspectors 
add: 
"Gasoline is not intended for illum i­ 
nating purposes and will not m eet the 
required test, and any person who uses 
gasoline In lam ps or other devices for 
Illum inating purposes, except as stored 
In underground reservoirs, outside the 
building to be lighted, as provided in 
section 400. violates the law and is lia­ 
ble to the penalty prescribed in said 
section; and all persons are hereby 
notified th at any violation of the fore­ 
going sections of the Revised S tatutes 
will he prosecuted by the officers of 
this departm ent." 
T he inspectors have 
notified 
the 
m anufacturers of gasoline lam ps th at 
they m ust discontinue placing the de­ 
vices upon the m arket.

Honesty the Remedy for Trust Evils. 
By W heeler H. Peckham. 
If the enterprise be one open to the 
law of competition, that law will be as 
effective in the coming century as in 
the one just ended. If the partnership, 
combination, joint stock company, or 
whatever it may be called, abuses its 
powers and charges for its product 
more than the ordinary average rate, 
of profits afforded by other industries, 
it will surely meet competitors who 
will compel a reduction of price. 
If 
any one thinks that it would be too 
powerful to be successfully attacked 
because of its great combination 
of 
capital, they must remember that the 
amount of other capital in other hands 
is also enormously great, and 
that 
there is no reason to apprehend that 
the proportion of capital or persons 
employed and occupied in any one en­ 
terprise to that and those occupied 
in others differs in any great degree 
now and in the past, or will present 
any appreciably greater defense to any 
of tho laws of competition. 
There is one class of industries 
in 
which the law of competition is futile. 
It is the class of monopolies. An illus­ 
tration is a city railroad. 
There can bo but one railroad in a 
street. The man or corporation who 
gets the right to build that railroad 
need not fear competition. 
In 
such 
classes of industry, where the right to 
carry it on is given by the public, the 
.remedy against imposition has always 
and will always consist in the right 
by the 
government to fix fares, or. 
what is tho same thing so far as the 
railroad company is concerned, to tax 
receipts. That remedy is perfect, and 
applies in all cases. Given honest and 
fairly capable public officials and no 
monopoly enterprise, so far as some 
public grant is essential to its 
use, 
could ever charge more than the price 
which would give a profit equivalent 
to the average of profits in other en­ 
terprises.

carry it on is given by the public, the 
.remedy against imposition has always 
and will always consist in the right 
by the 
government to fix fares, or, 
what is the same thing so far as the 
railroad company is concerned, to tax 
receipts. 
That remedy is perfect, and 
applies in all cases. Given honest and 
fairly capable public officials and no 
monopoly enterprise, so far as some 
public grant is essential to its 
use, 
could ever charge more than the price 
which would give a profit equivalent 
to the average of profits in other en­ 
terprises. It is a public scandal of the
